The Bremer County Board of Supervisors met in session on Monday, June 21, 2021 

in the Courthouse, Waverly, Iowa, at 9:00 a.m. Kammeyer, Hildebrandt, Neil present. Kassandra 

Johansen, Finance Director, also present. Unless otherwise noted all actions were approved 

unanimously.

Meeting was called to order by Chairman Kammeyer. Hildebrandt moved/Neil second to 

approve the agenda after removing the minor plat. 

 

Hildebrandt moved/Neil second to open the Public Hearing for the FY21 budget amendment. No 

one present, no comments received. Hildebrandt moved/Neil second to close the Public Hearing. 

Hildebrandt moved/Neil second to adopt RESOLUTION NO. 21-49 FY21 Budget Amendment. 

WHEREAS the FY21 Budget originally adopted March 16, 2020 and amended December 21, 

2020, March 22, 2021 and May 24, 2021 requires an increase in expenditures for the department 

of Health, and WHEREAS a public hearing concerning the proposed amendment was held on 

June 21, 2021, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Supervisors to amend the 

FY21 Budget as published and in accordance with Iowa Code Section 331.435. Passed and 

adopted the 21st Day of June, 2021.    

Neil moved/Hildebrandt second to adopt RESOLUTION NO. 21-50 FY21 Budget Amendment 

Appropriation. WHEREAS the FY21 Budget was amended to account for an increase in 

expenditures adopted in the original published budget and subsequent amended budgets: BE IT 

RESOLVED by the Board of Supervisors of Bremer County, Iowa that the following 

appropriation change is made to the respective department for fiscal year ending June 30, 2021, 

as presented in the following table:
